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PREFACE

installations  being  prepared  for  a D1A/C1A  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NPIC.  Tbe  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  IPlc  (DIA).

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SUMMARY 


Polotsk  Army  Barracks  and  Maneuver  Area 
(Figure  1)  is  located  6 kilometers  (km)  north  of 
Polotsk  (55-29N  028-48E).  The  installation  was 
formerly  served  by  rail:  however,  tracks  ad- 
jacent to  the  area  have  been  dismantled  and  the 
rail  bed  is  now  being  used  as  a road.  All- 
weather  secondary  roads  provide  access  to 
Polotsk.  Secondary  roads  provide  direct  access 

to  Dretun  Army  Training  Area  

26  km  northeast  and  Polotsk  Army 

Barracks  Borovukha  (AL-1)  12  km  northwest. 

This  installation  (Figures  2 and  3)  covers 
approximately  3,000  acres  and  includes  2 ad- 
ministration buildings,  19  barracks,  8 small 
probable  officer's  quarters,  18  storage  build- 
ings, 26  support  buildings,  four  vehicle/equip- 
ment areas  containing  19  vehicle/cquipment 


sheds,  a secured  explosive  storage  facility 
with  two  buildings,  a possible  tracked-vehicle 
driver  training  course,  a small  arms  firing 
range  and  one  athletic  field. 

The  area  was  partially  covered  by  1956 
TALENT  photography  and  by  eight  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1.961  and  February 
1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  the  same 
general  level  of  usage  between  December  1961 
and  February  1964.  Significant  changes  observed 
since  .1956  are  the  complete  abandonment  of  a 
small  moving  target  range  located  2.5  km  west, 
and  the  removal  of  20  support  buildings,  eight 
large  storage  buildings  and  six  'vehicle  sheds 
and  the  construction  of  one  large  vehicle/equip- 
ment  shed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  tracks  from  Polotsk  have  been  dis- 
mantled and  the  rail  bed  is  now  used  as  a road. 
Rail  facilities  are  located  in  Polotsk. 

Road  Service 

All-weather  secondary  roads  provide  ac- 
cess to  Polotsk. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  DI.  (Figure  3)  contains  13  multistory 
barracks  and  five  support  buildings. 

Area  D2  contains  one  multistory  admin- 
istration building  and  eight  small  probable 
officer's  quarters. 

Area  D3  contains  one  multistory  adminis- 
tration building,  one  multistory  barracks  and 
three  support  buildings. 

Area  D4  contains  three  multistory  barracks 
and  one  support,  building. 


Area  D5  contains  two  multistory  barracks 
and  four  support  buildings. 

Track  activity  indicates  that  all  areas  are 
occupied . 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  111  contains  four  storage  buildings  and 
one  support  building,  Areas  E2  and  E3  each 
contain  four  storage  buildings  and  area  E4  con- 
tains three  storage  buildings.  Eight  large 
storage  buildings  observed  in  1956  were  re- 
moved by  April  1.962. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F,  adoubly  secured  area  first  observed 
in  April  1962,  contains  two  buildings  each  50  by 
50  feet. 

Other  Buildings 

Seven  support  buildings  are  scattered 
throughout  the  installation.  Twenty  support 
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buildings  throughout  the  area  were  removed  be- 
tween 1956  and  April  1962. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J1  contains  one  vehicle/equipment 
shed  220  by  50  feet,  two  vehicle/equipment  sheds 
each  180  by  50  feet,  six  vehicle/equipment  sheds 
each  150  by  50  feet,  one  vehicle/equipment  shed 
120  by  50  feet,  one  vehicle/equipment  shed  100 
by  50  feet  and  three  support  buildings.  Six  ve- 
hicle/equipment sheds  were  removed  and  the 
large  220-  by  50-foot  shed  added  between  1956 
and  April  1962. 

Area  J2  contains  two  vehicle/equipment 
sheds  each  220  by  60  feet  and  three  storage 
buildings. 

Area  J3  contains  two  vehicle/equipment 
sheds  each  225  by  60  feet,  two  vehicle/equip- 
ment sheds  150  by  50  feet,  one  vehicle/equip- 
ment shed  140  by  50  feet  and  one  support  build- 
ing. Unidentified  objects,  possibly  vehicles, 
were  observed  in  rows  between  the  buildings. 

Area  J4  contains  one  vehicle/equipment 


shed  250  by  60  feet,  one  support  building  and 
a vehicle  park  approximately  600  by  300  feet. 

Athletic  Field 

Only  light  activity  observed  in  area  K.  A 
grandstand  is  built  into  the  side  of  a hill. 

Small  Armt  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 350- by  100-foot  range  attached 
to  barracks  area,  D5,  located  directly  north. 
No  activity  is  observed. 

Driver  Training  Area 

Area  M is  a 6,600- by  1,500-foot  possible 
tracked -vehicle  driver  training  course.  Ground 
scarring  indicates  the  course  is  active  in 
summer  months.  No  activity  observed  during 
winter  months. 

Moving  Targef  Range 

A small  moving  target  range  located  2.5  km 
west  of  the  installation  has  been  abandoned  and 
is  not  shown  on  Figure  3.
